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REPORT  OF

Sir: 

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Department  of  the 
Provincial  Secretary  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1963.  The 
activities  of  the  Department  are  reported  for  each  separate  Branch  in  the 
pages  that  follow.  Revenue  of  the  Department  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
March  31st,  1963  and  showing  the  comparative  figures  for  the  preceding 
two  years  is  also  given. 

Revenue  of  the  Department  in  the  fiscal  year  1962  -  63  increased 
by  6.99  per  cent  over  the  previous  year  with  fuel  oil  tax  revenue  up  by 
$2,443,641.04  or  7.4  per  cent.  Pari  mutuel  tax  revenue,  insurance  corpora¬ 
tions  tax  revenue  and  revenue  from  licence  fees  and  incorporations  and 
registrations  of  companies  also  increased.  Revenue  from  the  Jubilee  Audi¬ 
toriums  decreased  by  3.2  per  cent. 

The  Agent-General  at  Alberta  House  in  London,  England,  has  per¬ 
formed  a  valuable  service  for  the  Province  during  the  past  year  in  publicizing 
the  Province  of  Alberta  for  the  benefit  of  prospective  immigrants  and  pros¬ 
pective  industry.  The  Province  is  represented  at  many  official  and  semi¬ 
official  functions  by  the  Agent-General. 

The  Board  of  Censors,  under  The  Amusements  Act,  reviewed  896 
35  mm.  and  70  mm.  films  in  1963,  the  same  number  as  in  the  previous  year. 
Nine  hundred  and  thirty-one  16  mm.  films  were  reviewed,  a  decline  of 
about  572  per  cent.  The  number  of  eliminations  in  standard  films  declined 
by  12.3  per  cent,  and  in  16  mm.  films  declined  by  57  per  cent.  There  were 
three  rejections  in  1963,  the  same  as  in  1962.  Two  hundred  and  twenty-nine 
theatres  were  licensed  in  1963,  46  fewer  than  in  the  previous  year. 

The  number  of  incorporations  of  new  companies  continues  to  grow 
from  year  to  year,  with  over  2,400  new  companies  formed  in  1963.  The 
number  of  extra-provincial  (foreign)  companies  entering  the  Province  at  249 
was  down  by  31  from  the  previous  year.  After  dissolutions  of  companies  no 
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longer  active  there  were  21,262  Alberta  companies  on  the  register  at  the 
end  of  the  year  and  3,400  extra-provincial  companies. 

Fire  losses  in  the  Province  in  1963  showed  some  improvement  over 
1962.  However,  the  estimated  per  capita  loss  was  still  $6.28  and  42  lives 
were  lost  by  fire.  The  Fire  Commissioner's  Office  has  continued  its  cam¬ 
paign  against  needless  loss  with  its  program  of  inspections,  fire  prevention 
education  and  fire  fighting  instruction. 

The  per  capita  insurance  premiums  paid  by  Albertans  in  1962  re¬ 
mained  fairly  constant  with  1961  at  approximately  $92.00.  This  represents 
over  128  millions  in  premiums  paid  of  which  approximately  49.5  per  cent  was 
in  life  insurance  premiums  and  payments  for  annuities. 

The  total  number  of  patrons  at  the  two  Jubilee  Auditoriums  declined 
by  12  per  cent  in  1963.  The  use  of  the  Auditorium  buildings  for  conventions 
and  meetings  and  for  art  and  handicraft  exhibits  continues  to  be  an  important 
function  of  the  varied  facilities  offered  by  the  Auditoriums.  The  Audi¬ 
toriums  averaged  more  than  three  events  per  day  each  for  the  entire  year. 

Planning  for  a  provincial  Museum  and  Archives  has  proceeded  to 
the  point  where  a  three-stage  development  proposal  is  being  considered. 
This  program  is  moving  ahead  in  orderly  and  progressive  steps  and  we 
anticipate  that  an  adequate  Museum  building  will  be  constructed  and  quite 
an  extensive  volume  of  exhibits  will  be  ready  for  display  in  the  Centennial 
year.  In  subsequent  years  we  expect  to  be  able  to  add  materially  to  this 
project. 

The  Fire  Commissioner,  the  director  of  the  province's  emergency 
fire  services  under  the  Alberta  Survival  Plan,  has  continued  his  work  of 
developing  an  emergency  fire  services  plan,  including  zone  fire  plans,  with 
local  fire  chiefs.  Under  the  department's  further  emergency  measures 
responsibility  for  the  co-ordination  of  an  essential  records  preservation  pro¬ 
gram,  some  microfilming  equipment  was  obtained  in  1963  and  over  a  quarter 
of  a  million  documents  were  on  film  before  the  end  or  the  year. 

The  Alberta  Racing  Commission,  appointed  under  The  Alberta  Racing 
Commission  Act,  Chapter  76  of  the  Statues  of  Alberta,  1962,  completed  its 
organization  and  conducted  its  first  season  of  racing  in  1963. 

Separate  reports  of  the  Superintendent  of  Insurance  and  of  the  Fire 
Commissioner  are  published  each  year.

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ALBERTA  HOUSE 


The  Agent-General  for  Alberta  in  London,  England,  acts  as  resident 
agent  and  representative  for  the  Province  in  the  United  Kingdom.  Through 
his  office  information  concerning  the  Province  of  Alberta  and  Canada  is 
given  to  prospective  emigrants,  to  business  and  industry  desirous  of  estab¬ 
lishing  in  Alberta  or  simply  of  doing  business  with  Albertans  and  to  persons 
planning  to  visit  the  Province.  In  addition,  information  on  a  wide  range 
of  matters  is  provided  to  Alberta  citizens  visiting  the  United  Kingdom. 

INDUSTRIAL  DEVELOPMENT 

There  has  been  some  interest  in  British  industrial  establishment  and 
investment  in  Canada  although  this  has  not  kept  pace  with  previous  years. 
A  number  of  trade  enquiries  at  Alberta  House  were  dealt  with  by  interview, 
correspondence  and  telephone. 

In  September,  1963,  the  erection  at  Brighton  of  the  first  Canadian 
pre-fabricated  home  by  a  Calgary  firm  created  much  favourable  comment 
in  the  British  press,  on  Radio  and  on  Television.  Literally  thousands  of 
people  from  all  over  Britain  inspected  the  unit.  To  date,  some  seventy-eight 
Alberta  built  units  have  been  disposed  of. 

IMMIGRATION 

As  intimated  in  the  1962  Annual  Report,  interest  in  immigration  to 
Canada  continued  to  increase  steadily  throughout  the  year.  It  is  significant 
that  many  of  the  applicants  were  professionally,  technically  or  commercially 
qualified. 

During  the  year,  close  contact  was  maintained  with  the  Canadian 
Immigration  Offices  throughout  the  United  Kingdom. 

PUBLICITY  AND  PUBLIC  RELATIONS 

As  in  the  past,  Alberta  House  has  continued  to  supply  Alberta 
publications  and  statistical  information  to  Her  Majesty's  Government,  British 
and  Canadian  Banks,  Chambers  of  Commerce,  Public  Libraries,  Transporta¬ 
tion  Companies  and  Travel  Agents.  The  United  Kingdom  education 
authorities  have  again  stressed  the  importance  of  teaching  students  more 
about  the  Commonwealth  countries.  As  a  result,  requests  for  information 
on  the  Province  were  received  from  schools  and  students  throughout  the 
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British  Isles.  Alberta  publicity  material  was  again  distributed  at  trade 
exhibitions,  display  centres  and  at  selective  film  showings. 

Close  contact  was  maintained  with  The  Canadian  Travel  Bureau  and 
the  British  and  Canadian  Press  in  London.  General  statistical  information  on 
Alberta  education,  expansion,  housing  and  comparative  costs  of  living  was 
supplied  to  the  national  and  provincial  press,  to  the  broadcasting  and  tele¬ 
vision  services,  to  Chambers  of  Commerce  and  to  trade  publications. 

Alberta  Government  films  were  shown  at  Immigration  meetings, 
universities,  schools,  industrial  plants,  socities  and  youth  clubs.  There  was 
a  continued  demand  from  the  press,  publishers,  the  film  industry  and  other 
sources  for  official  government  photographs  for  illustration  and  display 
purposes. 

The  Agent  General  was  pleased  to  accept  invitations  to  deliver 
addresses  on  Canada  and  Alberta  at  official,  industrial,  civic  and  social 
functions. 

ALBERTA  VISITORS 

The  number  of  Alberta  citizens  visiting  Alberta  House  showed  a 
further  increase  over  previous  years. 

As  in  past  years,  information  and  assistance  in  connection  with 
passport  and  visa  problems,  currency  exchange  regulations,  transportation, 
British  and  Continental  tours,  was  provided  to  Alberta  visitors,  many  of 
whom  were  assisted  in  obtaining  accommodation  or  employment. 

Requests  were  again  received  from  Alberta  School  teachers  and 
students  visiting  the  United  Kingdom  for  information  and  assistance  regard¬ 
ing  employment  and  possible  entry  into  British  educational  institutions. 

There  was  a  decided  increase  in  the  number  of  requests  received  for 
invitations  to  one  of  the  three  Royal  Garden  Parties  and  the  Trooping  the 
Colour  ceremony.  Alberta  was  indeed  fortunate  in  1963  in  that  many  more 
applications  were  given  favourable  consideration. 

CIVIL  ENQUIRIES 

Civil  enquiries,  including  requests  for  Birth,  Death  and  Marriage 
Certificates,  again  showed  an  increase  over  previous  years.  Assistance  was 
rendered  in  the  settlement  of  estates  of  deceased  persons  in  Alberta  and  in 
the  United  Kingdom.  Information  was  obtained  in  connection  with  property 
located  in  the  Province  and  owned  by  United  Kingdom  residents.  Enquiries 
were  instituted  as  to  the  whereabouts  of  missing  persons  and  for  information 
regarding  the  welfare  of  children  of  separated  or  divorced  parents.  A 
number  of  enquiries  were  received  on  points  of  law  in  Alberta  from  law  firms 
and  from  the  legal  departments  of  commercial  and  industrial  firms. 

REPRESENTATION 

During  the  year  the  Agent-General  was  again  privileged  to  represent 
the  Government  and  the  people  of  Alberta  at  official  functions  and  recep¬ 
tions  given  by  Her  Majesty's  Government,  by  His  Excellency  the  High 
Commissioner  for  Canada,  by  other  Commonwealth  Governments,  by  the 
Corporation  of  the  City  of  London,  and  by  financial,  commercial  and 
industrial  institutions  in  the  United  Kingdom. 


AMUSEMENT  BRANCH 


The  activities  of  the  Amusements  Branch  include  the  inspection  of 
places  of  amusement  to  insure  public  safety  by  Theatre  Inspectors  and  their 
licensing,  the  collection  of  pari  mutuel  tax  at  race  meetings  and  the  censor¬ 
ships  of  motion  pictures  by  the  Board  of  Censors. 

The  Board  of  Censors  under  The  Amusements  Act  screens  every 
picture  intended  for  public  showing  in  the  province,  and  the  picture  must 
bear  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Censors  before  it  may  be  publicly  shown 
in  the  province. 


CENSORSHIP 

During  the  calendar  year  1963,  the  Board  screened  896  first  print 
standard  (35  mm.  and  70  mm.)  subjects  and  931  first  print  narrow  gauge 
(1  6  mm.)  subjects.

The  Registrar  of  Joint  Stock  Companies,  who  is  also  the  Registrar  of 
Trust  Companies  and  the  Registrar  of  Credit  Unions,  is  the  official  charged 
with  the  responsibility  under  a  number  of  statutes  for  the  incorporation  and 
the  registration  of  companies,  societies,  associations,  etc.  These  statutes 
include:

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FIRE  PREVENTION 

BRANCH 


Under  The  Fire  Prevention  Act  the  Fire  Commissioner  has  the  res¬ 
ponsibility  of  the  enforcement  of  all  laws  of  the  Province  and  the  Regula¬ 
tions  thereunder  relating  to  fire  prevention.  His  office  directs  and  en¬ 
courages  fire  prevention  measures,  instructs  in  fire  protection  methods,  car¬ 
ries  out  investigations  of  incendiary  and  suspected  incendiary  fires,  compiles 
fire  loss  statistics  and  conducts  a  public  education  program  of  fire  prevention 
and  fire  protection. 

FIRE  LOSSES 

On  the  basis  of  present  reports  and  estimates  for  1963,  a  small  reduc¬ 
tion  in  the  annual  monetary  fire  loss  is  indicated.  The  loss  of  life  as  reported 
to  this  office  to  date  also  indicates  a  decrease  from  1962.  According  to 
present  reports  and  estimates  received,  a  comparision  for  the  last  three  years

FIRE  PREVENTION  EDUCATION 

By  means  of  lectures,  film  showings  and  demonstrations,  the  Fire 
Commissioner's  Office  fostered  fire  prevention  education  at  meetings  which 
were  arranged  with  local  municipal  groups.  A  number  of  new  films  were 
purchased  to  carry  out  these  educational  programs.  The  following  table 
shows  a  comparison  for  the  past  three  years:

Fire  drills  in  schools,  hospitals,  theatres,  institutions,  dormitories  and 
other  buildings  totalled  217.  There  were  47  demonstrations  of  first-aid  fire 
fighting  equipment. 

The  Fire  Commissioner  and  his  staff,  with  the  co-operation  of  local 
fire  departments,  directed  and  promoted  a  vigorous  Fire  Prevention  Week 
campaign.  Special  recognition  has  been  awarded  Alberta  for  its  report  on 
Provincial  fire  prevention  programs  and  for  the  participation  of  its  commun¬ 
ities  in  fire  prevention  activities.  There  were  129  Fire  Prevention  Week 
reports  collected  by  this  office  and  forwarded  to  competion  headquarters  ar 
Boston,  Mass. 

FIRE  PROTECTION  INSTRUCTION  UNIT 

The  fire  protection  instruction  unit  was  employed  to  assist  fire 
department  organizations  in  municipalities  and  in  industry.  This  was  com- 
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bined  with  fire  prevention  work.  The  following  table  shows  the  special 
work  of  the  unit  and  the  other  instructors  employed  by  this  office.

FIRE  OFFICERS'  TRAINING  SCHOOLS 

This  training  program  was  continued  in  1963  with  four  schools  held, 
three  at  Vermilion  and  one  at  Calgary  and  130  persons  in  attendance.  To 
date  138  fire  departments  have  been  represented  at  19  schools  with  448  per¬ 
sons  taking  instruction. 

PLAN  CHECKING 

A  total  of  480  plans  for  hotels,  hospitals,  schools  and  other  assembly 
buildings  were  checked.  Recommendations  as  to  changes  to  effect  fire 
safety  were  initiated  and  followed  up  by  correspondence. 

OTHER  ACTIVITIES 

(a)  Firemanship  competitions  were  held  at  Stony  Plain,  Red  Deer,  Vulcan, 
Two  Hills,  Grimshaw  and  Bowness.  Murray  Bedard  Memorial  Shields 
were  presented  to  the  winning  teams  at  each  of  the  above  competitions. 
At  these  competitions,  this  office  assisted  the  fire  departments  spon¬ 
soring  the  competition  by  officiating  and  presenting  competition  prizes 
in  addition  to  the  aforementioned  shields. 

(b)  The  Fire  Commissioner's  Office  has  continued  to  work  with  Alberta 
Emergency  Measures  Organization  and  a  Fire  Services  Plan  for  the 
Province  has  been  completed  and  included  in  the  over-all  Plan  of  the 
Department  of  the  Provincial  Secretary.  Several  meetings  have  been 
held  with  fire  department  officers  to  discuss  further  planning  and 
zone  fire  plans  are  now  being  discussed  and  planned.  Key  personnel 
in  the  zone  plans  were  appointed  in  the  last  year. 

(c)  A  first  meeting  to  discuss  rural  fire  protection  problems  was  organized 
in  March,  1963,  by  the  Fire  Commissioner  assisted  by  other  government 
agencies.  Total  registration  for  the  meeting  was  133.  A  committee 
was  appointed  at  this  meeting  to  investigate  the  possibility  of  forming 
a  new  organization.  A  second  meeting  has  been  called  for  March  4 
and  5,  1964. 


(d)  Assistance  was  provided  by  Inspectors  of  this  branch  to  the  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  Insurance  in  conducting  31  investigations  under  The  Alberta 
Insurance  Act,  resulting  in  12  prosecutions.  There  were  50  investiga¬ 
tions  resulting  in  9  prosecutions  under  the  Real  Estate  Agents7  Licens¬ 
ing  Act. 

THE  LIGHTNING  ROD  ACT 

There  were  five  companies  licensed  to  sell  lightning  rod  materials 
in  1963.  Licences  were  issued  to  62  agents.  There  were  16  investigations 
and  15  special  inspections  during  1963  of  lightning  rod  installations. 

Under  the  provisions  of  The  Lightning  Rod  Act,  the  Canadian  Stand¬ 
ards  Association  B72-1960  7/Code  for  Installation  of  Lightning  Rods77  was 
adopted  as  the  installation  regulations  for  lightning  rod  systems. 
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FUEL  OIL  TAX  BRANCH

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GENERAL 

ADMINISTRATION 


The  Provincial  Secretary  is  the  Keeper  of  the  Seal  of  the  Province, 
which  seal  is  affixed  to  certain  classes  of  documents  that  bear  the  signature 
of  the  Lieutenant  Governor.  Over  650  such  documents  were  sealed  in 
1963,  including  Proclamations,  warrants,  commissions,  certificates  and  writs. 

Three  hundred  and  sixty  certificates  of  change  of  name  were  issued 
under  The  Change  of  Name  Act,  1961,  in  1963.  Two  hundred  and  ninety- 
eight  certificates  of  authentication  were  issued  by  the  Deputy  Provincial 
Secretary  authenticating  the  signatures  and  appointments  of  notaries  public. 

Under  the  Alberta  Survival  Plan  the  Department  has  a  responsibility 
for  co-ordinating  a  program  for  the  preservation  of  essential  records  for  all 
Departments  and  Boards  of  Government.  In  1963  some  microfilming  equip¬ 
ment  was  obtained  and  a  start  made  on  the  filming  of  certain  classes  of  these 
records  for  security  storage. 
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INSURANCE  BRANCH 


The  office  of  the  Superintendent  of  Insurance  is  charged  with  the 
responsibility  of  licensing  insurance  companies  and  insurance  agents  in  the 
Province,  of  taxing  insurance  companies  and  generally  of  regulating  the 
business  of  insurance  in  Alberta  as  provided  by  the  Alberta  Insurance  Act 
and  The  Insurance  Corporations  Tax  Act.  The  Superintendent  of  Insurance 
is  also  the  official  responsible  for  the  licensing  of  real  estate  agents  and 
salesmen  and  for  the  regulation  of  the  real  estate  business  under  The  Real 
Estate  Agents7  Licensing  Act. 

THE  ALBERTA  INSURANCE  ACT 

The  Alberta  Insurance  Act  requires  all  insurance  companies,  insurance 
agents  and  insurance  adjusters  to  be  licensed.  Qualification  by  examina¬ 
tion  under  Alberta  Regulation  192/59  is  required  of  all  new  applicants  for 
insurance  agents7  certificates  of  authority  except  for  the  classes  of  livestock, 
hail,  life  or  disability  insurance,  including  sickness  and  accident  insurance. 
Of  the  total  number  of  applicants  for  new  licences  in  1963,  21  %  failed  to 
pass  the  examination  or  failed  to  write  it. 

As  of  September  1,  1963,  insurance  adjusters  applying  for  their 
initial  licences,  those  applying  for  licences  after  a  lapse  of  one  year  from 
the  date  of  expiry,  and  in  instances  where  a  licence  was  suspended  or  re¬ 
voked  by  the  Superintendent  of  Insurance,  are  required  to  qualify  by  ex¬ 
amination  under  Alberta  Regulation  244/63.  Of  the  total  number  required 
to  qualify  by  examination  between  September  1,  1963,  and  December  31, 
1963,  18%  failed  to  qualify  or  failed  to  write. 

Operations  of  the  Superintendent's  office  are  planned  to  work  co¬ 
operatively  with  the  various  other  provinces  of  Canada  to  maintain  uni¬ 
formity  in  the  enactment  and  the  administration  of  insurance  laws  in  ail  of 
the  common  law  provinces  of  Canada.  The  46th  annual  conference  of 
the  Provincial  Superintendents  of  Insurance  was  held  in  Quebec  City  in  Sept¬ 
ember,  1963,  and  was  attended  by  the  Alberta  Deputy  Superintendent  of 
Insurance. 

Insurance  premiums  for  all  classes  of  insurance  written  in  1962  were 
$128,219,166.  as  compared  with  $123,029,487.  in  1961,  an  increase  of 
4.21%.  Total  life  premiums,  excluding  fraternal,  in  1962  were 
$63,584,281 .  as  compared  with  $60,370,73 1 .  in  1 961 ,  an  increase  of  5.32% . 
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Statistics  reflecting  some  of  the  functions  of  the  branch  under  this 
Act  and  the  operations  of  the  industry  follow  as  Appendix  "A". 

THE  REAL  ESTATE  AGENTS'  LICENSING  ACT 

Qualification  by  examination  under  Alberta  Regulation  25/59  is 
required  of  all  new  applicants  for  licence  under  the  Act,  Approximately 
14%  of  the  total  number  of  applicants  for  new  licences  in  1963  either  failed 
to  pass  the  examination  or  failed  to  write. 

Statistics  reflecting  branch  activities  under  this  Act  follow  as 
Appendix  "B". 

THE  INSURANCE  CORPORATIONS  TAX  ACT 

Under  this  Act  insurers  licensed  in  Alberta,  other  than  fraternal 
societies,  are  assessed  a  tax  of  2%  of  their  gross  premiums  receivable,  ex¬ 
cluding  marine  insurance  and  annuities  and  less  dividends,  return  premiums 
and  reinsurance  ceded  to  companies  licensed  in  Alberta.  For  the  calendar 
year  ending  December  31,  1963,  the  tax  collected  was  $2,261,576.24.,  an 
increase  of  $124,069.54.,  or  5.80%  over  the  collections  for  the  previous 
calendar  year.

PREMIUMS  WRITTEN 

To  the  347  insurers  licensed  in  Alberta  in  1962,  Albertans  paid 
$128,219,166.  in  insurance  premiums.  This  figure,  compiled  from  the  An¬ 
nual  Statements  filed  by  the  companies,  represents  an  increase  over  the  1961 
volume  of  business  of  4.21%.  Based  on  the  December  31,  1962  Alberta 
population  of  1,391,919  (Department  of  Municipal  Affairs),  the  per  capita  in¬ 
surance  premium  in  Alberta  in  1962  was  $92.12,  a  decrease  of  25  cents  from 
the  previous  year.

AUDITORIUMS 


The  Jubilee  Auditoriums  in  Edmonton  and  Calgary  are  managed  by 
an  Auditorium  Management  Committee  appointed  by  Order  in  Council  and 
consisting  of  E.  R.  Hughes,  Deputy  Provincial  Secretary,  as  Chairman,  and 
three  other  members.  The  Committee  meets  regularly  (usually  monthly) 
and  as  well  holds  many  informal  consultations.  Each  Auditorium  has  its 
own  full-time  staff  headed  by  a  manager.

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MUSEUMS  BRANCH 


MUSEUM  AND  ARCHIVES 

Numerous  detailed  reports  were  prepared  by  the  Museum  Consultant 
in  the  course  of  the  year,  covering  such  matters  as  long  and  short  range 
programs,  staff,  schedules,  operating  costs,  capital  costs  and  space  require¬ 
ments.  A  fifteen-year  three-stage  development  proposal  for  a  provincial 
Museum  was  put  forward  for  consideration.  Preliminary  studies  were  made 
on  display  layouts  and  story  sequences,  as  well  as  studies  on  working  require¬ 
ments  in  the  proposed  museum  building.  A  total  of  fourteen  sites  for  the 
proposed  new  building  in  Edmonton  were  inspected,  evaluated  and  reported 
upon. 


MUSEUM  COLLECTIONS 

The  Brown,  Case  and  Gray  collections  and  bird  and  mammal  and 
other  government-owned  museum  collections,  formerly  in  the  custody  of  the 
Department  of  Industry  and  Development,  and  the  Cooper  Collection,  form¬ 
erly  in  the  custody  of  the  Recreation  and  Cultural  Development  Branch, 
were  transferred  to  this  Branch.  Work  commenced  on  cleaning,  organizing, 
numbering  and  documenting  these  collections.  In  addition,  a  total  of  21  new 
accessions,  some  containing  many  items,  were  received  by  the  Branch,  includ¬ 
ing  historical,  archaelogical,  geological  and  paleontological  items.  A  new 
accessioning  and  registration  system  was  established.  An  important  accession 
was  the  outstanding  collection  of  Ukrainian  Weaving  and  Embroidery  donated 
by  Mrs.  Allison  Procter,  of  Edmonton. 

ARCHIVAL  MATERIAL 

The  Branch  received  requests  from  the  Department  of  the  Attorney 
General,  Department  of  Labour  and  Department  of  Industry  and  Develop¬ 
ment  to  review  documents  proposed  for  disposal.  A  number  of  records  of 
considerable  value  and  interest  for  historical  reference  and  display  were 
saved  and  transferred  to  the  Branch.  Photographs  and  documents  from 
private  sources  were  also  received. 

PROVINCIAL  GOVERNMENT — GLEN  BOW  FOUNDATION  AGREEMENT 

A  five-year  Agreement  was  signed  on  July  29,  1963,  between  the 
Minister  of  Public  Works,  the  Provincial  Secretary  and  the  Glenbow  Founda¬ 
tion,  whereby  the  Provincial  Government  would  provide  and  refurbish 
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the  1912  Court  House  Building  in  Calgary,  together  with  all  maintenance 
services,  display  cases  and  an  annual  operating  grant  of  $35,000,  to  enable 
the  Foundation  to  display  its  extensive  collections  of  artifacts  and  operate  a 
public  museum.  At  year-end  renovations  were  still  proceeding,  prior  to 
occupancy  by  the  Glenbow  Foundation. 

HISTORIC  SITES 

This  program  was  transferred  from  the  Travel  Bureau,  Department  of 
Industry  and  Development,  at  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year.  During  the 
year  a  total  of  nine  new  historical  rustic  signs  were  erected,  bringing  the 
total  to  sixty-one  throughout  the  Province  (not  including  the  duplicate  signs 
required  on  four-lane  highways).  A  total  of  ten  existing  historical  rustic 
signs  and  one  industrial  sign  were  repainted  due  to  deterioration.  In  addition, 
two  new  geology  signs  were  painted  but  not  erected. 

A  special  cairn  and  plaque  to  honour  John  Rowand,  a  Chief  Factor  of 
the  Hudson's  Bay  Company,  was  erected  on  the  Legislative  Building  grounds 
adjacent  to  the  location  of  Fort  Edmonton.  An  unveiling  ceremony  was  held. 
The  plaque  was  provided  by  the  Federal  Historic  Sites  and  Monuments 
Board.  No  standard  provincial  cairns  and  plaques  were  installed  during  the 
year,  but  a  special  commemorative  plaque  was  erected  at  Pembina  Oilfield. 
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ADVISORY  BOARD  ON 
OBIECTIONABLE 
PUBLICATIONS 


The  Advisory  Board  on  Objectionable  Publications  was  established  in 
1954.  Its  function  has  been  to  control,  insofar  as  possible,  the  sale  of 
objectionable  comics,  tabloids  and  magazines  in  the  Province  and  to  foster 
a  public  awareness  of  the  danger  inherent  in  permitting  young  people  to 
read  unwholesome  material.  To  achieve  the  control  of  sales  objective,  the 
Board  has  a  working  arrangement  with  wholesale  distributors  of  magazines, 
comic  books  and  tabloids  whereby  the  distributors  accept  recommendations 
made  by  the  Board  and  voluntarily  refrain  from  distributing  titles  which  the 
Board  has  deemed  "objectionable". 

In  1963  the  Board  held  four  meetings  at  which  36  titles  were  reviewed. 
At  the  end  of  1963,  159  publications  were  on  the  Board's  list  of  publications 
recommended  for  withdrawal. 

In  the  field  of  publicity  the  Board  up  to  the  end  of  1963  had  dis¬ 
tributed  over  24,000  copies  of  a  brochure  entitled  "The  Choice  Is  Yours", 
which  explains  the  work  of  the  Board  and  points  to  the  basic  necessity  for 
parental  control  over  reading  matter  used  by  children.

PUBLIC  RELATIONS 

BRANCH 


By  the  end  of  the  year  1963,  $3,489,698.52  in  recreation  facility 
grants  under  the  Province's  Five-Year-Plan  had  been  paid  out  to  qualifying 
Cities,  Towns,  Villages  and  Hamlets.  This  represents  approximately  92% 
of  the  total  available  funds  under  this  program  and  it  is  anticipated  that 
most  of  the  remaining  8%  will  be  paid  out  by  March  31,  1964. 

During  the  past  year  there  has  been  a  marked  increase  in  the  number 
of  conventions  and  meetings  held  in  Alberta  due  to  the  Province's  increasing 
popularity  as  the  locale  for  such  gatherings.  On  many  occasions  government 
hospitality  in  the  form  of  luncheons,  dinners,  etc.,  was  extended  to  groups 
that  were  national  or  international  in  scope  and  which  groups  chose  Alberta 
as  the  site  for  their  annual  conclave.  The  colourful  government  menu  covers 
continue  to  increase  in  popularity  and  these  menu  covers  are  widely  dis¬ 
tributed  to  both  local  organizations  and  to  visitors  from  outside  the  Province. 
Expressions  of  appreciation  of  these  menu  covers  have  been  received  from 
many  points  in  Canada,  the  United  States  of  America,  Europe  and  Asia. 

During  the  past  year  the  Province  was  visited  by  dignitaries  from 
other  countries  and  it  has  been  the  responsibility  of  the  Public  Relations 
Director  to  assist  the  Government  in  extending  a  welcome  to  these  important 
visitors. 


The  Public  Relations  Office  has  distributed  a  very  considerable 

amount  of  descriptive  and  informative  literature  dealing  with  the  Province  of 
Alberta  and  the  operation  of  various  government  services.  The  government 
information  telephone  service  attached  to  the  office  of  the  Public  Relations 
Director  continues  to  be  a  very  valuable  service  to  the  public. 

Due  to  a  considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  visits  to  the 
Legislative  Building  during  the  past  year,  the  Public  Relations  staff  en¬ 
deavoured  to  meet  this  increase  in  visitor  traffic  by  arranging  for  guided 
tours  on  an  hourly  basis  during  the  days  that  the  Legislative  Building  was 
open  to  visitors,  and  it  was  felt  that  this  change  of  procedure  enabled  us  to 
render  a  higher  degree  of  service  to  the  general  public  visiting  the  Legislative 
Building. 

Alberta's  representatives  at  national  athletic  events,  including  the 
Canadian  Ladies'  Golf  Championships,  the  Ladies'  Canadian  Curling  Cham- 
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pionships,  the  Canadian  High  School  Curling  and  the  Macdonald  Brier 
Bonspiel,  were  presented  with  official  crests  as  provincial  representatives. 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  coming  year  will  see  considerable  activity  in 
the  fields  of  the  Federal  -  Provincial  Centennial  Grants  Program  and  in  a 
proposed  extension  of  the  Recreational  Facilities  Grant  Program.

One  of  the  prime  functions  of  the  Recreation  and  Cultural  Develop¬ 
ment  Branch  is  the  training  of  competent  leadership  to  successfully  carry 
on  cultural  and  recreational  programs  on  community,  regional  and  provincial 
levels.  It  is  the  hope  of  the  Branch  to  be  able  to  give  sufficient  leadership 
training  so  that  each  community  or  region  will  be  able  to  organize  its  own 
program  for  the  benefit  of  ail  its  citizens.

Branch  staff  visited  15  Craft  Workshops  in  the  Province  to  offer 
assistance  with  artistic  and  technical  problems.  Nineteen  communities  were 
represented  at  these  Workshops  with  139  persons  in  attendance. 

Craft  equipment  was  supplied  to  14  local  organizations  in  the  year  on 
a  contract  basis.  The  value  of  this  equipment  was  $5,306.19.

THE  GEOGRAPHIC  BOARD  OF  ALBERTA 


For  the  Year  1 963. 

NATURE  OF  THE  BOARD'S  DUTIES 

The  duties  of  the  Geographic  Board  of  Alberta  include  the  collecting, 
recording,  and  collating  of  information  concerning  names  of  geographical 
features  in  Alberta.  This  work  is  carried  out  in  consultation  with  govern¬ 
mental  departments  (federal  and  provincial),  municipalities,  railway  companies 
and  other  corporate  bodies  and  individuals  concerned  with  the  selection 
of  place  names.  The  Alberta  Board  collaborates  with  the  Canadian  Permanent 
Committee  on  Geographical  Names  with  respect  to  the  choice  of  new  geogra¬ 
phical  names,  the  elimination  of  alternate,  undesirable  and  duplicate  names 
and  the  adoption  of  desirable  changes  in  the  spelling  of  names.  The  following 
is  a  short  resume  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Board  in  pursuance  of  these 
duties  for  the  year  1963. 

THE  ANNUAL  MEETING  OF  THE  CANADIAN  PERMANENT  X 

COMMITTEE  ON  GEOGRAPHICAL  NAMES 

The  Secretary  attended  this  meeting  which  was  held  in  Ottawa  in 
February,  1963.  The  principal  business  was  the  study  and  confirmation  of 
the  new  Principles  of  Nomenclature.  The  draft  form  of  this  was  approved. 
Other  items  discussed  were  the  naming  of  new  residential  subdivisions  which 
the  Committee  ruled  outside  its  jurisdiction  since  these  were  either  within 
the  corporate  limits  of  cities  or  towns  or  were  about  to  be  incorporated 
therein.  All  Provinces  were  represented  at  this  meeting. 

Late  in  1963  copies  of  the  booklet  entitled  Principles  and  Procedures 
were  received  by  the  Secretary.  This  contains  not  only  the  principles  of 
nomenclature  but  the  functions  of  the  Committee  and  the  procedure  sug¬ 
gested  for  use  when  submitting  new  names. 

It  was  also  decided  at  the  annual  meeting  to  vary  the  place  and  time 
of  meetings.  Accordingly  it  was  decided  that  Winnipeg  should  be  the  locale 
of  the  1964  meeting  to  be  held  in  October. 

NEW  PLACE  NAMES 

There  were  no  adoptions  of  noteworthy  names  for  features  in  1963. 
As  usual  there  were  new  names  for  trackage  spurs  which  were  required  for 
revenue  purposes.  On  the  Great  Slave  Lake  Railway  existing  names  were 
verified  for  stations  and  a  few  new  names  added  as  well. 

THE  GAZETTEER  OF  ALBERTA 

Ever  since  the  Gazetteer  of  Alberta  was  first  published  in  1958 
annual  supplements  have  been  issued  to  keep  it  up  to  date.  These  supple¬ 
ments  were  published  by  the  Surveys  Branch  of  the  Department  of  Hiqhways 
for  1958  and  all  subsequent  years.  It  is  expected  that  a  similar  supplement 
wiil  be  prepared  and  published  to  cover  the  year  1963.  The  Board  wishes  to 
thank  the  Surveys  Branch  for  preparing  the  supplements.

PLACE  NAMES  OF  ALBERTA 


The  original  booklet  entitled  Place  Names  of  Alberta  published  in 
1928,  has  been  out  of  print  for  many  years.  As  new  information  appears  on 
well-known  names  or  as  new  names  are  added  to  the  map  a  record  of  their 
origin  is  kept  wherever  possible.  This  is  done  by  means  of  a  card  file  which 
will  be  of  great  value  in  preparing  a  revised  edition  of  Place  Names  of  Alberta. 
The  Canadian  Permanent  Committee  has  intimated  that  researchers  will  be 
employed  to  aid  local  members  and  boards  in  study  of  place  names  but  so 
far  no  action  has  resulted.  A  revised  edition  of  Place  Names  of  Alberta  is 
needed  and  if  someone  were  found  to  do  the  necessary  research  on  the 
names  it  could  conceivably  become  a  centennial  project.
